• How has experiencing the power of the Holy Spirit in your life affected your relationship w/ Christ? 

• When have you had a conversation w/ someone and the Holy Spirit gave you the words to speak? 

With Your Bible or YouVersion, read Acts 1:4-8, 1 Corinthians 2:4-5 & 2 Corinthians 12:9-10 
These verses show how the Holy Spirit gives us power and helps us when we are weak. 

• Share about a time when you were weak and the Holy Spirit gave you power to overcome weakness. 

• What areas of your life do you rely on your own power rather than the power of the Holy Spirit? 

• How can you begin today to rely more on the power of the Holy Spirit? 

• When you think back on a time when the Holy Spirit was leading you... did he comfort, counsel or con- 
vict you? 

With Your Bible or YouVersion, read Acts 2:1-4, Galatians 5:16-17, Ephesians 5:15-26 
These verses talk about the initial outpouring of the Holy Spirit on the Day of Pentecost & being filled w/ 

the Holy Spirit. 

• Share your personal reaction to the gift of tongues. How did this message influence your thoughts? 

• Why do you think speaking in tongues is such a controversial topic among believers? 

• How did the picture of getting drunk help expand your understanding of what a Spirit-Filled life is like? 

• How does living a Spirit-filled life currently look in your own life? 

• What steps can you take now to begin or continue the process of living a more Spirit-filled Life? 

• What questions do you still have about living a Spirit-filled life? 

• Describe the areas of your life that you need the power of the Holy Spirit to be more evident in your 
life?
